knowledge, experience. Judgment, care 
and industry are all necessary aa In 
every occupation. The man who pos- 
sesses and utilises those qualities will 
succeed 
In 
mining, otherwise 
the 


chances are against him. 


The great mistake made in many 


Instances arises from the fact that too 
many people think no experience Is 
necessary to extract the ore from the 
ground, and the mineral from the ore. 


This may be true to a certain ex- 


tent on such fields as the Klondike, 
where the gold Is coarse and In placer 
formation, though 
even 
there 
the 


ground was In many cases so imper- 
fectly worked that half of the precious 
metal was lost, and practical miners 
are now making more out of what was 
supposed to be worked out ground than 
the original locators did. 


The theory of mining aa taught in 


school books is all very well and may 
be of considerable aid to a man 
In 


gaining practical knowledge, but the 
latter is essential to success. I have 
no hesitation In affirming that hun- 
dreds of valuable mining properties, on 
this coast, as elsewhere, have been 
condemned or ruined by the misman- 
agement of college-bred men who had 
the whole theory of mining and met- 
allurgy, as taught in schools, at their 
finger ends, but were deficient In prac- 
tical work. Space will not permit me 
to say one-half tliat this important 
subject merits, so 1 will merely relate 
the particulars of a case tint came 
under my personal observation which 
will fully Illustrate what I wish to con- 
vey. 


Some yeais ago the Lang Syne mine 


was uncovered 
at Dun Glen, about 


twenty miles from Winnemucca. Ne- 
vada. It carried free gold in payable 
quantities from the surface and was 
sold to a New York syndicate for a 
large sum. They sent out a college- 
bred man to superintend it. He, with- 
out taking steps to sink on the mine 
and test its value a^ a depth, erected 
a small mill, boarding and sleeping 
house, a costly office with mahogony 
desk and other rich articles of furni- 
ture, and then set 
to work on his 


mine. For a short time the ore con- 
tinued free milling and he was able to 
pay dividends, but as he Increased In 
depth it became base, and he was 
unable to treat it successfully, and he 
ran the property some $40,000 In debt. 
That sort of thing becomes wearisome 
and monotonous to shareholders, who 
do not always evince that patience and 
serene contentment 
under adversity

He bound himself to work the mine to 
the full capacity of the mill, and pay 
the shareholders a royalty of 12.85 a 
ton on alt the rock crushed, for one 
year .

largely and Ross made a comfortable 
fortune out of It. I was employed as 
bookkeeper on the property and knew 
all the facts narrated above. Is that 
a good Illustration of the folly of trust- 
ing mining property to Incompetent 
management?
